1 . This Office Action is the answer to the communication filed on August 3 1 , 2000 , which 
paper has been placed of record in the file. 

2. Claims 1-24 and 26-35 are pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter/Reasons for Allowance 

3. The claims 1-13, 15, 16, 18-21, 23, 26, 27, 29, 30, 32, and 34 are allowable over the 
prior arts of cited record because none of the reference taken individually or in combination 
discloses/teaches the obviousness of the further limitation: correlating accounting star-stop event 
data and network flow data into a subscriber specific call detail record unique to user by matching 
accounting start-stop event data associated with use r with network flow data associated with 



4. Claims (14, 28), (17,31), (22, 33), and (24, 35) are rejected under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a 
substantial duplicate of claims (1, 26), (15, 29), (18, 32), and (23, 34), respectively . When two 
claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both cover the same 
thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim to reject the 
other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k).
